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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-10 are pending in this application. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I (Claims 1-5 and 8-10) in the reply 
filed on 2/03/06 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the examiner 
has not established that searching all of the claims would constitute a search burden. 
This is not found persuasive because the method steps of Groups II and III provides for 
the use of gel electrophoresis separation a technical feature not found in Group I, 
therefore the Groups lack unity of invention. Because these inventions are independent 
or distinct for the reasons given above and the inventions require a different field of 
search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

Claims 1-5 and 8-10 were examined on their merits. 

Claims 6 and 7 are hereby withdrawn from examination on their merits. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL.

Claims 1 and 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: The first 
use of acronyms should be followed by an explanation of the term they are abbreviating. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 112/101 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 for the use of at least one of 5 substrates, but, since the claim does not 
set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process 
applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use 
without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, 
without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition 
of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 
U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

Claims 2 provides for the use of claim 1 , but, since the claim does not set forth 
any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant 
is intending to encompass.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4, 8, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mountfort etal. (1999). 



Mountfort et al. teaches the use of the substrate FDP (fluorescein diphosphate) 
for the detection and quantitative determination of the activity of a protein histidine 
phosphatase 2a (Pg. 914, Table 1). 

Mountfort et al. teaches a method for the identification of an inhibitor of a 
phosphoamidase comprising: 

a) establishing a sample comprising a phosphoamidase and a test substance, 

b) administering the substrate FDP to the sample, 

c) detecting the signal produced by the substrate. 
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. d) identifying the test substance as an inhibitor of the phosphoamidase by 
comparing the signal produced in the sample containing the test substance with the 
signal produced in a control sample with no test substance (Pg. 911, Lines 20-29 and 
Pg. 912, Lines 1-3 and Pg.914, Table 1 and Pg. 915. Fig. 2). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, If the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 and 8-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Mountfort etaL (1999) in view of Klumpp etal. (US 6,812,015) and Kim etaL 
(1993). 

The teachings of Mountfort et al. were discussed above. 



Mountfort et al. does not teach the use of Protein Histidine Phosphoamidase 

PHP1. 
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While iVIountfort et ai does not specifically teach the use of PHP1 it is noted in 
the instant specification that Klumpp etai (US 6,812,015) discloses phosphoamidase 
as equivalent to protein histidine phosphatase. Kim et ai discloses that protein 
phosphatases 1 , 2a. and 2c are species of protein histidine phosphatases (abstract). 
Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to adapt the method of Mountfort, which assayed the activity of the protein 
histidine phosphatase (phosphoamidase) 2a to the detection and characterization of 
other species of phosphoamidase such as Protein Histidine Phosphoamidase 1 . 

The ordinary artisan would have been motivated to do so because all species of 
protein histidine phosphatases are known in the art as important regulators of 
physiological processes (Kim, Pg. 18518, Column 2, Lines 3-8). The ordinary artisan 
would have had a reasonable expectation of success in adapting the method of 
Mountfort to the use of PHP1 because of the success of the method in using the related 
species PHP2a. 
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From the teachings of the references, it is apparent that one of ordinary skill in 
the art would have had a reasonable expectation of success in producing the claimed 
invention. Therefore, the invention as a whole is prima facie obvious to one with 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, as evidenced by the 
references, especially in the absence or evidence to the contrary.
